Narberth is the focal point of what 
is probably the biggest poHtical scrap 
in the history of Montgomery County. 
The division is rather clear. There 
are two slates, one made up and sup- 
ported by the present G6unty Leader, 
Charles Johnson, the other under the 
direction of our silver-tongued towns- 
man, Senator Fletcher W. Stitei. * 

Both sides are indulging in the usual 
tommy-rot »btout cleaner politics, boss 
control, contractor rule, et aJ. r but to 
the unbiased observer, the fight seems 
to be a clear-cut scrap between two 
men battling for the political control 
of Montgomery County. Narberth, ^ast 
week, was the subject of a barrage of 
hundred f copies of one of the Town- 
ship newspapers, setting forth in clear 
and unmistakable language the resem- 
blance of Mr. Stites to Mach&avelb, 
Satan, the Vares, and any other buga- 
boo they could rake up. Its very ex- 
travagance made the stuff laughable. 

On the other hand, workers for the 
other side nre holding up the halo of 
cleaner fcxxlitics,* which talk, though 
perhaps a little more pleasant to read, 
and possessed of a trifle more dignity, 
is also to be relegated to the land of 
Bunk. 

It is hard for Narberth to choose 
her course in this coming primary. In 
politics it seems to be a capital of- 
fense to vote for men instead of for 
organizations, but that will undoubted- 
ly happen this time. In general, the 
Boorugh is back- of Fletcher Stites, He 
is, a loyal Narberth. citizen, a former 
Burgess, now Borough Solicitor. He 
was for many, years Narberth 's star 
baseball player. He speaks well and 
often before our public gatherings, and 
is personally liked by his fellow citi- 
zens. 

So far, so good. But Narberth has 
a feeling of loyalty for some of the 
township men, andj finds that Benjamin 
F. Sbnv, of Cynwyd, a man with a fine 
record, is on the Johnson ticket - for 
Sheriff, while Wm. G. Frankenfield for 
Register of Wills, another local candid- 
ate, is a Stites man. That means for 
ir any, a split Jtickct. 

One can usually read the county 
political papers and come out dazed and 
disgusted. However, we can hunt for 
many moons and not find a more frank 
and enlightening article than, that pub- 
lished last week by the "Main Iiiner/' 
of Ardmore. A pretty clear view of 
the whole situation can be found in 
the article, and we are re-printing it 
this week:

l (A>uiifiil*s circular, recently distrib- 
uted, notifying residents of the borough 
of a new set of rules and regulation? 
to bo enforced on October 1st, is to bo 
heartily commanded, with two excep- 
tions; 

It is now too late in the season to 
inform the citizens of its intention to 
dispose of lawn cuttings and hedge 
trimmings for the accommodation of 
people in a quandary as to their dis- 
position. But, if the ordinnnce is not 
repealed, it will lie gratefully appreci- 
ated next year. Better late than 
never. 

As to peremptorily commanding resi- 
dents to use metal containers for re- 
moval of ashes, that is absolutely tho 
limit. What is the sense of compelling 
people to probably expend from $5 to 
$20 for something that 'is positively un- 
necessary? Metal containers cost from 
$1 to $6.50 apiece and each resident 
would he obliged to have at. least five 
Is not the price of coal exorbitant 
enough without outrageously burdening 
users with additional expenditures for 
asbeans? 

jOouneil's manifesto or decree is un 
doubtedly intended for the beautifying 
and cleanliness of Narberth. Our bor 
ough, in favtored parts, is beautiful; but 
in other localities, owing to the deplor- 
able condition of fhe streets, it's abom 
inable. Undoubtedly the aesthetic taste 
of our worthy lawgivers is derived and 
copied from the ancient city of Athens 
in the time of Pericles the Just, when 
Greece was in the: zenith of its glory in 
art, architecture and poetry, and things 
beautiful were the predominating fea- 
ture. If Council insists on this ridicu- 
lous measure being enforced would it 
not be* a grand and praiseworthy idea 
to emulate Athens in its golden age of 
art and have the ashcans gilded (like 
the statue of Athena by Phidias), so 
that the glitter would daxzle the eyes 
of the passing automobilists and sight- 
seers to make them oblivious to the dan- 
gerous, disgraceful, despicable and un* 
sanitary condition cf the streets abut- 
ting on Montgomery Pike — Sabine, 
Price and Woodbine avenues?

And Johnson also knows that he 
has only a few years more of boss sfhip 
ahead of him. Uhangiing conditions;
